British Tribute to Delarey. 


London. March 17.—The war office 
has received the foilowiertf'eommunlca 
tion from Lord Kitchener at Pretoria: 
“Lord Methuen has sent me a staft 
officer with a dictated dispatch from 
which it appears that certain particu­ 
lars previously given, are inaccurate 
The rear screen of mounted troops wa> 
rushed 
and 
overwhelmed at dawn. 
There was a gap of a mile between 
the ox and the mule convoys. 
The 
mounted supports to the rear of the 
screen with General Methuen. J rn me 
blately reinforced by all the available 
mounted troops and a section of the 
Thirty-eighth 
battery, 
maintained 
themselves for an hour during which 
the convoys were closing up without 
disorder. 
“In the meanwhile 200 infantry were 
being disposed by Lord Methuen to 
resist the Hoer attack, which was out 
flanking the left of the rear guard. 
The Hoers pressed that attack hard, 
and the mounted troops, attem pting to 
fall back on the infantry, got complete 
ly out of land, carrying away with 
them in the rout the hulk of the mount 
cd troops. 
Two guns of the Thirty- 
eighth battery were thus left unpro­ 
tected, but continued in action until 
every man, with the exception of Lieu­ 
tenant Nesham was hit. 
Lieutenant 
Nesham was called on to surrender 
and upon refusing to do so, was kill 
ed.”

Found Himself Isolated, 
but held on for three hours. 
During 
this period the remaining infantry, 
namely, IOO of the I>ancashires with

hold out against the repeated attacks 
of the Hoers. 
“ By this time Lord Methuen was 
wounded and the casualties were ex 
ceedlngly 
heavy 
amongst his men. 
Their ammunition was mostly expend­ 
ed. and the surrender was made at 
about 9:30 in the morning. 
“The party in the krall still held out 
and did not give in until two guns and 
a pompon were brought to bear upon 
them at about IO o’clock, making their 
position untenable. 
“It is confirmed that most of tile 
Boers wore our khaki uniforms. Many 
also wore our badges. 
Even af close 
quarters they could not ie* distinguish 
e<l from our own men. 
"It is clear the Infantry fought well, 
and the artillery kept up the trad! 
tions of the regiment. 
In addition to 
the 40 members of the Cape police ai 
ready mentioned, a few parties of im 
perial yeomanry and Cape police con 
Untied to hold their ground after th*- 
panic had swept the hulk of the mount­ 
ed troops off the field."

OY EP THIRTY YEARS AN INVALID. 


One of the most Remarkable Cases 


of 
Patient Suffering 
Ever 


Chronicled. 


Maria Spalding, daughter of Mrs. 
Ellen Spalding, died yestet day morn­ 
ing at 8 o’clock, and as her life ebbed 
slowly out ou that early Sabbath 
morn, the closing ode of a most re ­ 
markable case of earthly fortitude 
and patience through suffering, was 
sung by the angels of mercy. 
Deceased was in her 48th year. 
She was born at Casselton Vt., mov­ 
ing to this city in the year 1872 with 
her father and mother, Captain and 
Mrs. William P. Spalding, then but 
a young girl. 
The father died .ater 
and the widow was left with two 
children, Henry Spalding and Maria 
Spalding, the deceased. 
It is one of the saddest deaths that 
has been chronicled for sometime. 
The oft repeated assertion that a 
person who is incapacitated bodily 
is better d eal than alive might apply 
to some cases, but in this case, and 
there were none w hoever experienc­ 
ed the sufferings of this woman, 
it is 
not 
applicable, 
as 
Maria 
Spalding 
filled 
a large 
gap 
in 
the life of her mother. 
For thirty- 
three years the deceased had been a 
cripple and during all these three 
decades and over, the mother of the 
girl had not been from her side but 
two nights. 
It is one of the most remarkable ex­ 
amples of motherly devotion that has 
ever been written. 
During all these 
years. 
Mrs. Spalding had not even 
slept away from the side of her daugh­ 
ter except two nights, up many times 
in the night to attend to her many 
wants, and exhibiting at ail times a 
true motherly love. 
Yet she was re­ 
paid for all this. 
Her daughter, 
though worn with pain which bore 
down on her, never failed to ap­ 
preciate the efforts of those nearest 
and dearest to her. 
She was always 
patient and thoughtful, constantly 
expressing some word of hope for 
another and looking and wherrying 
about the troubles of her relatives. 
The mother of deceased is almost 
heartbroken. 
She has reached a ripe 
old age ere this and the constant 
care of lier crippled daughter has 
kept ber time well occupied, as she 
had learned to see in her the true 
earthly companionship, even though 
she was doomed for all time to come. 
The deceased was hurt when quite 
young and spine trouble resulted, 
although this was not the immediate 
cause of her death.

General Mile* Will Not Be Allowed 
to Ge to the Philippine*. 
Washington, March 17.—Lieutenant 
General Nelson A. Mika of the army, 
made a specific request to the war de­ 
partment to be seat to the Philippine 
islands, and In connection therewith 
submitted n plan by which.

Tha question of a new series of 
stamp* was discussed In the fall fob 
lowing the death of President McKin­ 
ley, and st that time the impression 
prevailed that when the new set was 
ordered the portrait of President Mc­ 
Kinley would surely adorn one of,the 
denominations Undoubtedly that was 
the plan at that time, but the depart­ 
ment concluded to place the portrait of 
the late president upon a new postal 
card of niUqne design, and this remov­ 
ed him in a sense from the list of eligi­ 
ble*. 
However, a new face will appear op­ 
on one of the atamp*. that of the late 
iTesident llarrlson. In order that there 
might lie a place for bis portrait, at the 
same time giving the public the best 
service, a new denomination was ere 
ated, a thirteen cent stamp. There will 
he practically no demand for a stamp 
of this value for domestic use. hut for 
foreign use there Is a place tor this de­ 
nomination. Thirteen cents represents 
the cost of sending a registered letter 
weighing not more than one-ha If ounce 
to any country within the postal union 
Heretofore it has bren necessary to use 
a live and an eight cent stamp.

It Is not unlikely that when another 
oew design for a postal card shall be 
adopted, and these designs change of­ 
ten. that Pre~.dent McKinley will take 
a place upon a postage stamp, possibly 
superseding Sherman on the eight or
